Preliminary remark: Independent method claim 16 refers to a use, however the mentioned 
use in concrete has no limiting character. Moreover the features under a) (for a time 
sufficient) and c) (drying) are extremely broad and it is unclear in which product 
parameters a known wet and thereafter dried PUR foam is clearly distinguishible from the 
claimed product of claim 40 (which is directed to the product per se irrespective of its 
method of production). 

It is noted that at page 4, fourth para of the description a certain advantage is indicated. 
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however, it is not clear at present whether this advantage can be obtained already wrfh the 
- broad process parameter range underlying claim t6. 

It would appear that in the art rhehtioned using PUR in water potentially the same effects • . 
are realized underlying the claimed invention, at least in the broadest claims. •
